Jews Work Better With 
Non-Jews, Rabbi Says 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
~—Jews co-operate better with 
Christians than they do among 
themselves, declared Rabbi Mor- 
ris Lieberman of Baltimore He- 
brew Congregation at the bien- 
nial convention of the National 
Jewish Welfare Board. 

“Communication, consultation 
and co-operation between the 
three interpretations of Jewish 
religion is almost entirely lack- 
Ing,” the chairman of the JWB 
commission on Jewish chap- 
laincy added. 

Rabbi Lieberman assailed 
those who “aspire to leadership 
not only out of idealism but 
because they crave also the sat- 


isfactions of prestige and 
power.” 
“This service of self also 


marks organizations,” he added. 
“The result is that organiza- 
tional, vested interests are put 
above service to the commun- 
ity.” 





“None of the rationalizationss 
in the name of 
‘organizational sovereignty’ or 
‘organizational philosophy’ is 
sufficient to conceal the fact that 
the overwhelmingly larger part 
of the work of all the defense 
agencies is the same and could 
be performed with eqqual satis- 
faction by any one of them,” he 
decclared. 

The Synagogue Council of 
America represents the only 
agency on the National Jewish 
scene, he said, which allows “all

ISRAEL’S PRESIDENT Itzhak Ben-Zvi and Prime Minister 
David-Ben-Gurion praised diaspora Jewry and world Zionism for 
rising to the defense of Israel during a critical period in her his- 
tory as celebration of Israel’s 10th Anniversary began this week 
all over the world. 


_ “ISRAEL was established not only by the Jews who live in 
in the state, and not for them alone, but by the Jewish nation 
of all generations, for. the Jewish people in all countries of its 
dispersal,” Ben-Gurion declared. 
“Hard and bitter were the pangs of Hebrew redemption at 
the start,’ he added. “Immediately after the 
declaration of our independence, war was de- 
clared upon us by all the Arab states, and al- 
though the United Nations general assembly, 
led by the United States of America and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, decided by 
a more than two-thirds vote on the establish- 
ment of the state, the United Nations did not 
lift a finger when Arab states, members of the 
United Nations, attacked Israel in order to an- 
nihilate her.” 


“ONE LOYAL ally arose—the Jewish people 

Ben-Gurion in the diaspora. Volunteers from more than 60 
countries came to Israel to participate in the War of Independ- 
ence, and the help given by the Jewish people to Israel in its de- 
fensive war continued to grow, as young conquering Israel began 
its great and difficult task of gathering in thesexiles and making 
the desert bloom...” 

“WE KNOW THAT OUR WORK is not finished, and will 
not be finished easily or quickly, and it is possible that there 
await us difficulties and dangers no less great than those we 
overcame in our first decade, but we look to the future 
with confidence in the Rock of Israel, depending on our strength, 
and on the justice and purity of our cause, believing in the 
brotherhood of world Jewry, and hoping for the good will of all 
nations who seek peace and justice and freedom.” 

ISRAELI PRESIDENT Ben-Zvi declared that “the absorp- 
tion of so large an immigration and the building of the homeland 
in such proportions would not have been possible had it not been 
for the world Zionist movement, the bold pioneering enterprise 
and the unflinching moral and material aid—faithful fraternal as- 
sistance—rendered by our brethren in the diaspora.” 

“On the threshold of the second decade of the State of Is- 
rael, we may look back with satisfaction on the 
past and survey the achievements attained by 
our young state in the difficult years of its brief 
existence and these will hearten us and will 
strengthen our confidence in our own forces as 
well as in the Eternity of Israel who will not 
deceive,” he added.

ISRAEL’S SECOND 10 years, 
as we look back upon them were 
not easy, There were difficulties 
both internally and externally, 
but courage, strength, and un- 
stinted support from world 
Jewry helped us through. The 
major development, of course, 
was the sudden turn in our re- 
lations with our neighbors. The 
revolts in the Arab states had 


been smoldering for several 
years, and for a time it seemed 
that the forces let loose would 
turn against Israel. Instead the 
eruptions were against one an- 
other, and new leaders arose 
who realized that the Arabs were 
tired of bloodshed and hatred. 
Israel’s conciliatory gestures 
and its compromises were well 
timed, and once the first Arab 
government haq entered into 
tentative conversations with 
Prime Minister Moshe Dayan, 
the others quickly followed. 
Opposition Arab parties still ex- 
ist, but the new Middle East fed- 
eration, with Israel a member, 
is so successful that they com- 
mand support only from the 
fringes. 

OPENING OF the boundaries 
to trade has had the expected 
effect on the economies of all 
concerned.

ISRAEL’S INTERNAL prob- 
lems have been great also, and 
not all yet have been overcome. 
Partisan strife reached its 
climax in the year when a 
Herut — General Zionist — Reli- 
gious Bloc coalition received a 
majority of the votes and took 
over the administration of the 
government. The labor parties 
responded with a series of par- 
alyzing strikes, and for close to 
a year the situation seemed 
desperate. Special elections re- 
turned the balance of power to 
labor, but the brief spell of 
power by the opposition groups 
did much to clear the atmos- 
phere after the long years of 
contro] by the same leaders, and 
provided* the conditions neces- 
sary for the peace that followed. 

The movement for Modern 
Judaism is growing rapidly, and 
affiliated congregations are lo- 
cated in every major population 
center. Already, however, there 
are signs of a split between the 
left and right wings of the move- 
ment. 

The population of the country 
has reached 3,500,000. Emigra- 
tion still continues, mainly on 
the part of those who are lured 
to the United States to accept 
teaching posts in the Jewish 
school movement. Indeed, the 
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number of Israelis going to the 
U. S. in these past 10 years has 
exceeded the number of Ameri- 
can Jews who have come here 
to settle. 


THESE HVE been 20 event- 
ful years, and we look férward 
to our third decade, wondering 
what fate has in store for us. 
Of course the great powers of 
the world, and of their relations 
with each other, the less said 
here, the better. What we have 
accomplished has been despite 
their influences, but they still 
dominate the world, and our fate 
in 1978 may once again depend 
on factors outside of ourselves. 


We shall still need courage, 
faith, friends and humility.

Broad-Scale Debate Urged 


For Orthodox, 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 


RABBI BLUMENTHAL’S 
challenge to discuss the basic is- 
sues of Conservatism and Or- 
thodoxy is a mighty tempting 
one. It seems to me we have 
already started doing precisely 
that. I am very much inclined 
to accept the challenge on a 
much broader scale however, un- 
less it be the prerogative of the 
presidents of the Rabbinical 
Council of America or of the 
Agudas Harabenim or some sim- 
jlarly recognized Orthodox 
spokesman to debate with the 


. president of the Rabbinical As- 


sembly, a major spokesman for 
the Conservative movement. For 
there is no denying the severity 
of the issues involved. 

Such open and free debate. 


should perhaps have taken place ‘ 


a long time ago rather than per- 
mit the popularization of the by 
now widespread notion that Con- 
servatism is but a slightly lib- 
eralized Orthodoxy. It must be 
quite obvious by now that the 
differences are much more deep- 
rooted, to wit: the ever jncreas- 
ing Conservative “action” in 
modifying religious practices. 
Rabbi Blumenthal pointed to the 
encouragement of mixed seating, 
privilege of aliyas to women and 
to changing the marriage docu- 
ment. To these, we could add 
some other too: permitting or- 
gan music in synagogues, can- 
tors facing their congregants in 
prayer, a “rabbinic heter” for 
driving only to the shul on the 
Sabbath, and for eating a hot 
meal in a trefe restaurant as 
long as it doesn’t consist of 
meat, the sanctioning of the mar- 
riage of a kohen to a divorcee. 
All these as well as many others 
are surely reflective of Con- 
servative “action.” The pattern 
of modifications seems to be 
a fairly extensive one. 

EACH ISSUE, furthermore, 
should be seen also in the con- 
text of all the others. For there 
is yet another basic problem 
which is at the heart of all our 
differences in addition to the 
theological question of the Di- 
vine inspiration of both our 
Written and Oral Law, and that 
is the acceptance of the methods 
of our Halaha in arriving at 
Halahie conclusions and respect 
for and adherence to the deci- 
sions of the recognized sages and 
scholars vs. the chaotic approach 
to Jewish law on the basis that 
each man do whatever appears 
to him to be right. Even group 
decisions might be so character- 
ized. 

Rabbi Blumenthal seems to 
have taken some personal of- 
fense at the suggestion that the 
Conservative movement lacked 
Tora scholarship. I would like 
it to be understood that the ac- 
cusation was not at the lack of 
Scholars or scholarship in gen- 
eral but the lack of Tora schol- 
ars and Tora scholarship in par- 
ticular. This is something en- 
tirely different, requiring a 
different, pattern of training and 
knowledge of our Tora, Talmud, 
and codes, etc., aS well as per- 
sonal commitment to the author- 
ity of tradition. Such involve- 
ment is most certainly lacking. 


THERE ARE indeed some who 
would qualify as scholars and 
experts in Jewish theology, phi- 
losophy, religion and _ Bible. 
There are: even a few notable 
non-Jews who can make the list. 


Conservative 


Such scholarship the Conserva- 
tive movement may not lack at 
all. But this alone is still not 
sufficient to be deserving of the 
type of religious authority Juda- 
ism invests in its religious Jead- 
ership, and which the Conserva- 
tive movement is_ covetously 
attempting to usurp for them- 
selves. 

I will omit the remarks I was 
prepared to make concerning 
Divine Revelation as _ Rabbi 
Summer (NJP, March 28) cov- 
ered it as adequately as it 
could be in the confines of any 
letter. But no amount of debate 
on theological questions will 
point up the fullest significance 
of our beliefs as well as the ac- 
tion we take to implement them. 
Our beliefs and attitudes are in- 
dicated by what we do, not by 
what we say we believe, or the 
specific manner in which we 
choose to interpret a theological 
principle. 

I THINK a frank, forthright, 
honest, clear-cut but personally 
respectful discussion would he 
good and healthy for the spiri- 
tual climate of our people, par- 
ticularly if it shoulg rise from 
the level of pious generalities, 
of which the Conservatives are 
as equally capable as are the 
Orthodox. 

Such debate to do justice to 
all and serve as a proper clari- 
fication, must however be ex- 
haustive and not limited to a 
column or two or three, nor sub- 
ject to the editorial prerogative 
of cutting and editing, however 
well meaning and necessary the 
letter becomes in newspapers 
when space is limited. 

Can the National Jewish Post 
be open to. such free and un- 
edited debate, or shall we call 
# halt to these until a more ade- 
quate public forum can be ob- 
tained

I REFER to Mr. Guttman’s 


letter published in your paper 
April 11 on behalf of the Na- 
tional Committee for Labor Is- 
rael in N. Y., where he com- 
plains that Rabbi Lester Her- 
ring’s leter has distorted the 
role of the Histadrut and Israel’s 
economy picture. 

If somebody is distorting or 
at least misrepresenting facts, 
relying on a misinformed read- 
ing public, Mr. Guttman should 
be given one of the first prizes. 
The Histadrut in Israel has done 
a splendid job as a labor union. 
Its failure is in its continuous 
trying to force upon its mem- 
bers, seeking through organiza- 
tion betterment in their wages 
and social security, a_ political 
faith. The Histadrut itself was 
involved in politics, joined the 
Socialists Internationals, forced 
its members to observe the May 
1 Marxist holiday and forced 
them to raise the Marxist red 
banner above their heads. 


THE HISTADRUT (practical- 
iy Mapai, using the name and 
funds of the Histadrut tn order 
to save its own funds) took part 
in spite of all its minorities’ op- 
position, as a political party in 
municipal elections. Social se- 
curities of the Histadrut, as 
the Sick Fund, were continu- 
ously used as means of political 
pressure. Only for space saving 
reasons I am not quoting Mapam 
and Ahdut Avoda (also Hista- 
drut parties) official sources giv- 
ing facts and figures of such 
2 misuse of social welfare. The 
Mapai party ruling the Hista- 
drut has constantly used hiring 
and firing as political pressure. 
And again I would like to quote, 
at least for Mr. Guttman’s ben- 
efit, such reliable sources as the 
executive of Mapam and Ahdut 
Avoda or even the most reliable 
stooges of Mapai—the Progres- 
sives. I am certain that Mr. Gut- 


man is well acqquainted with it, 
but he believes that those goods 
are not good for export to 
America. 


BUT THE main point of Mr. 
Guttman’s letter dealing with 
the Histadrut’s part in the econ- 
omy of Israel demands some ex- 
planation:

(D) Isn’t it true that the Hista- 
drut purposely held back and dis- 
couraged private investment in 
Israel by demanding its owner- 
ship share in it? 

(E) Is it true, Mr. Guttman 
that Tnuva, the Histadrut farm- 
ing produce and_ distributing 
agency with last year’s turnover 
of 237,000,000 Israel pounds did 
not pay one penny in income 
it true Mr. Guttman,

that other Histadrut trusts and

Merkazi — 305,000,000 Israel 
pounds, Solel Bonel—206.000,000 
Israel pounds turnover for 
1957) paid only a symbolic tax?

8,000,000 Israel pounds to spends 
on the last elections in Israel.

Ex-GI Charges Bias, Pressure In US Army

I HAVE just read the article 
where Chaplain Gorin charged 
the U. S. Army with bias 
towards’ the Jewish soldier. 
While I was in the Army from 
May, 1954, through February, 
1956, I am proud to say that 


I kept the Sabbath and ate 
kosher food. 
Because of my case you 


would expect me to say that in 
my opinion the Army is not 
biased. As a former soldier who 
fought for every religious prin- 
ciple, I charge the Army with 
bias. 

My reason for this charge is 
because I have seen many s0l- 
diers threatened by a sergeant 
or an officer, and they never 
pressed their case further be- 
cause of fear or shyness or 
other reasons. 

AFTER A while these soldiers 
got into the habit of doing things 
like other irreligious soldiers 
and breaking every law of our 
people. By the time these sol- 
diers got out of the Army, they 
were already in the habit of do- 
ing everything religiously wrong, 
and therefore that individual 
was ruined. 


This didn’t happen to me be- | 


cause I fought all the way and T 
even had to talk back to get my 
way. My religion was so_ in- 
sulted by a senior officer of one 
post who demanded that I work 
on the Sabbath (after the Jew- 





ish chaplain told him that a Jew | 


is permitted to work on the Sab- 
bath) that he threatened to court 
martial me. I may have been 
wrong, but I slammed the door 
in his face and I told him to try 
and court martial me. The next 
day I got a job that didn’t re- 
quire me to work on the Sab- 
| bath. 

What I did wasn’t called for, 
but if I didn’t do it, I may have 
worked that Saturday and the 
next and still the next, and by 
the time I got out I may have 
|been altogether irreligious. It 
goes on every day when reli- 
gious Jews are inducted and I 
believe it is a big disgrace and 
more that something should be 
done about it.

CHICAGO SMOKED FIS 
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HASIDISM AND MODERN 
MAN, by Martin Buber, $4.00 
(Horizon). 

It is strange that Buber, him- 
self no hasid in the common 
sense (not observant, and fa- 
yorable toward Jesus) should 
have been the implement of re- 
viving and creating a modern 
attitude of favor toward Baal 
Shem Tov’s almost extinguished 
movement. With Prof. Maurice 
Friedman’s skilled - translation 
and editing, the present com- 
pilation becomes virtually a Bible 
of hasidism; his introduction is 
highly enlightening. There are 
excerpts from many hasidic 
writings, with Buber’s own the- 
sis expressed in the title—man 
can approach God “through be- 
coming human.” He also depicts 
his own spiritual journey toward 
hasidism. Hitlahavut, avoda, 
shiflut, kavvana are described; 
the Baal Shem Tov’s own ways 
to God are cited; and all—in- 
cluding Buber’s experiences—is 
bound up with love of God and 
neighbor. Rewarding reading, 
and important to the student of 
religions, Jewish or non-Jewish. 


THE STATE OF ISRAEL, by 
L. F. Rushbrook Williams, 
$4.50 (Macmillan). 

Written a year ago, this thor- 
ough, honest, sympathetic story 
of Palestinian history and mod- 
ern emergence by an Oxford 
professor and London Times 
contributor is to be welcomed 
with huzzahs by American read- 
ers. Dr. Williams spent much 
time exploring the new nation 
—he is an Asiatic expert—and 
he has omitted nothing involved 
in the rise and development of 
Israel. The land, he asserts, be- 
longs in truth to the West. Its 
communication system, among 
others, ranks with those of 
America and Britain. In educa- 
tion, welfare, agriculture, in- 
dustry, labor, it displays mirac- 
ulous advancement, Noteworthy 
{s its care for all religions, its 
protection of all shrines, And 
though the Arab world outside 
still fights Israel, in the land 
the Arabs (never driven by the 
Jews) enjoy great economic ad- 
vantages. Their hostility has its 
obvious effect on Israel economy 
and planning, particularly their 
neglect of and incitement of 
refugees in Gaza and elsewhere. 
Nasser and .the Reds receive 
their proper commentary. The 
author ends with the hope that 
the United Nations at length 
bring peace and healing to a 
new nation that desires only 
these boons.

With the narrative skill evi- 
denced in three previous histor- 
ical novels, Mr. Weinreb has 
created a fanciful (and novel) 
story of the scrolls on which 
reputedly there were listed the 
temple and other treasures hid- 
den at Qumram, The major 
character is the smith’s ap- 
prentice Kandane, illegitimate 
son of a Roman senator and 
Jewish mother, whose loves and 
battles with Romans and a va- 
riety of bloody opponents create 
a most exciting narrative, Al- 
lowing for the author’s poor 
knowledge of Hebrew and his 
acceptance of early Christian 
theology as valid, the Jewish 
reader will find much fascina- 
tion in this story of Jewish sec- 
tarianism and struggle in the 
Roman period. 


DOCTOR HARRY, by Adam 
Barnett, $3.50 (Cromwell). 


The remarkable story of a de- 
voted East Side surgeon and 
gynecologist, dotteq with actual 
cases—the poor, the prominent, 
the criminal patients—is one 
of vast interest, that at the same 
time relates the devotion to the 
profession of so many immi- 
grant Jews who become physi- 
cians at tMe turn of the cen- 
tury.

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WHERE IS OUR LEADERSHIP? 


A STUDY of the leadership situation of the Ameri- 
can Jewish community leads to the unhappy comparison 
of a powerful ship able to navigate the seas with speed 
to its destination with unerring safety, but unfortunately 
without a captain. 

This situation has been brought about by the failure 
of the American Jewish conference and the several at- 
tempts at unifying the Jewish community which preceded 
it, plus the general acceptance of the theory of voluntar- 
ism as fabricated by the American Jewish committee and 
those who concur in this view. 

TO TRACE THE DEVELOPMENTS from the leader- 
ship standpoint more fully, at one time we had the day 
of the Jewish giants—Warburg and Marshall. Then came 
the emergence and disappearance of the American Jew- 
ish conference followed by the pitiful arrangement of to- 
day—the President’s Conference. 

The one man who might have led American Jewry 
today—Nahum Goldmann—is spread too thin. He can’t 
do everything and much of the good he does is dissipated 
because he has found it necessary, world Jewish leader- 
ship being what it is, to try to do all the things that need 
to be done. 

What the next stage will be no one knows. Aill 
around the American Jewish community, we have strong 
national Jewish organizations, almost all of them doing 
able work in the areas which they have been able to al- 
locate to themselves — whether fund-raising, local com- 
munity operation, defending the Jew against anti-semitism, 
Jewish education, and so forth. 

BUT WHEN IT COMES to direction, there is no one 
at the helm. 

As a consequence, what does the United States Jewish 
community do about boycotting those who by boycotting 
Israel seek to destroy her? 

This is only one question facing the United States 
Jewish group, but it serves to point up our theme. 

The American companies, which for lack of morality, 
play a role in seeking to wipe out Israel, would yield in 
just one week or two if they were forced to face up to 
the consequences cf their lack of integrity. But if the 
Jews of America aren’t capable of acting in this matter, 
who can or will? 


RARE WISDOM NEEDED 


THE SMALL RESORT community on the eastern 
shore of Lake Michigan, South Haven, is experiencing a 
minor upheaval of a sort from a religious standpoint. 

Rabbi Harold Richter, a truly dedicated man, has in 
five short years revived Judaism. The children love him 
and consider it a deprivation not to be able to attend re- 
ligious school, the parents are devoted to him and the 
townspeople respect his cheerfulness and devotion. 

So respected is he that when he asked for a return 
to a mehitza, men and women seated in separate sections 
(a balcony for the women in this case) at religious services, 
he was given a vote of confidence. The congregation ap- 
proved a strict return to Orthodoxy. 

Now the South Haven Jewish community is no differ- 
ent from the one in which you live — the synagogue is 
miles from some of the homes, very few kitchens are 
strictly kosher and attendance at services, although larger 
than in most communities, is not what it should be. 

WHAT IS REQUIRED is time and level-headedness. 
What Rabbi Richter has achieved in five short years could 
not have been achieved in only one or two years. What 
he will be able to look back upon as considerable gains in 
the next tive years, if he stays in South Haven, he could 
not have expected to accomplish by 1958. 

Now it is up to the rabbi and his congregants to exer- 
cise wisdom and restraint. We hope this one particular 
rabbi is given an opportunity to continue his work with 
the support even of those who resent the ultimatum which 
led to the change and are not in favor of it. But the good 
here outweighs the bad whichever way you look at it. 

We have always liked South Haven and its Jewish 
community, and we believe that the leaders there, lay and 
spiritual, can work out their problems to the advancement 
of Judaism and its vitality on the American scene. 
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THE MOST REMARKABLE pulpit in the 
United States, that of the circuit-riding rabbi 
in North Carolina, is to be duplicated, and 
an additional occupant is required. This is a 
challenge which not every rabbi is equipped 
to accept, but the rewards are obvious to the 
young man who is creative and somewhat 
daring. 


I. D. (Dick) Blumenthal of Charlotte, 
N .C., an amazing man himself, is the prime 
mover behind a movement which should 
long have been emulated in every state in 
the United States, had we had proper leader- 
ship in the rabbinical field. Here in his own 
words is a description of the work and the 
new opening: 


“Our circuit-riding rabbi project is 
now in its fourth year of operation, and 
the response to this fine work has been 
so good that we are getting ready to set 
up a second circuit. Most of the new 
participating communities are located in 
South Carolina, which means that both 
North Carolina and South Carolina will 
have a circuit-riding rabbi. 


“WE ARE NOW looking for a rabbi 
for this second circuit, and I am coming 
to you again for help. It was through 
your article in The POST that Rabbi 
Harold A. Friedman, our first circuit-rid- 
ing rabbi, and Rabbi Eli Gottesman, our 
present rabbi, came to us. I am sure you 
can help us again. 


“As I have written you on previous 
occasions, the rabbi for this work must 
be dedicated in an unusual degree to the 
good and welfare of our people and de- 
sirous of serving in a maximum capacity. 
He must have knowledge of and sympathy 
for all three wings of Judaism. 


“Each participating community selects 
the type of worship they want to follow, 
and then the rabbi ministers to them 
strictly within that framework. If they 
select Conservative, then they use Con- 
servative prayer books, their services are 
governed by Conservative ritual, and the 
children are taught according to this 
school of thought. If they select Ortho- 
dox or Reform, then their services are 
of that ritual, and all of their program is 
Strictly within that framework. 


“IN ADDITION to the usual qualifi- 


_— 


cations of a rabbi, the circuit-riding rabbi 
must be a good driver, for his congrega- 
tion is scattered all over the state, and 
he will drive his car or the circuit-riding 
rabbi bus from town to town in his work, 
The rabbi visits each community regularly 
every two weeks, and spends Sabbath in 
a different place each week. 


“We are of the opinion that a young 
married rabbi with no children, whose 
wife is capable and willing to assist in 
the work, is the ideal person for this 
program, 


“In addition to teaching the children, 
conducting the usual religious services, 
organizing and leading adult study groups, 
planning Sunday school curricula and 
training teachers, there is an important 
by-product of this work that is quite 
gratifying. Improved public relations in 
all of the participating communities has 
been evident from the very beginning, 
The well-equipped bus, the rabbi’s talks 
to various church and civic groups, and 
the increased knowledge of the Jewish 
religion on the part of non-Jews has 
helped to create better understanding and 
good will. 


“NEW TEMPLES have been built in 
Weldon Jacksonville, and Lumberton. 
Rock Hill has renovated their temple and 
put it in excellent shape. Statesville re- 
opened their temple which had been closed 
for 35 years, and recently reconsecrated 
the temple and dedicated their new edu- 
cational building and community center. 
Whiteville has purchased a lot and hopes 
to have their new temple ready by Rosh 
Hashana. 


“Two other small communities, Wal- 
lace and Mt. Gilead-Albemarle, with less 
than 10 families each, have a fine, busy 
schedule of Jewish activity. 


“I might add that this project had 
the approval and co-operation of the 
North Carolina Association of Rabbis be- 
fore it was inaugurated, and they serve 
as an advisory board. 


“T am confident that some rabbi with 
vision and dedication will see your story 
of this inspiring work and feel the chal- 
lenge to spend a few years of his life in 
this field.

NY Job Agencies Under Fire 
In White Protestant Listings 


By ALAN KOHN 

NEW YORK (NJP) New 
York City’s license commissioner 
said this week he would open a 
“thorough investigation” into an 
American Jewish Congress al- 
legation that 117 of 162 Man- 
hattan commercial employment 
agencies had violated the state 
anti-discrimination law by ac- 
cepting job orders limited to 
“white Protestants.” 

THE COMMISSIONER §$said 
that the charge, if true, ap- 
peared to violate the state’s gen- 
eral business law, as well as the 
anti-discrimination law. Should 
the charge be true, he said, the 
agencies will either have _ to 
change their procedure or face 
possible license revocation. 

In a letter to New York’s 
Governor Harriman, Shad Pol- 
ier, an AJC leader, advocated 
giving the State Commission 
Against Discrimination power to 
initiate an industry-wide investi- 
gation and to file complaints 
against agencies that refuse to 
eliminate discrimination. 

The AJC said it had made calls 
to agencies listed in the phone 
book. The 117, or 72.2 per cent, 
agreed to fill the request. Only 
23 of the 45 agencies that re- 
fused the request told the caller 
the request for “white Protest- 
ants” was against the law. 

THE SURVEY has been con- 
ducted by the Congress every 
three years since 1946. In that 
year, one year after the state’s 
anti-discrimination law went 
into effect, 88.4 per cent of the

Court Dispute Ends 


Rabbi Permitted

In Own Home 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Follow- 
ers of a 70-year-old hassidic 
rabbi this week hailed a decision 
by the court of special sessions 
to allow their rabbi to conduct 
services in his home. 

The issue arose last summer 
when neighbors complained that 
Rabbi J. Leiner violated the city 
building code by conducting re- 
ligious services in his home 
(NJP, Aug. 16). 

Rabbi Leiner had faced a pos- 
sible $500 fine and one year in 
jail on the charge that his serv- 
ices were disturbing the peace. 
A magistrate’s court ruling had 
intermittantly closed the serv- 
ices. 











Race Issue Stirs 
Hate Literature 


Increase in South 


NEW YORK (NJP) — Anti- 
semitie literature is on the in- 
crease as a result of Southern 
desegregation tensions. And 
most of it is coming from non- 
Southern regions, 

These were two of the major 
developments reported in the 
1958 volume of the American 
Jewish Year Book, published 
jointly by the American 
Jewish Committee and the Jew- 
ish Publication Society. 

The_ agitators’ pamphlets, 
leaflets and fliers charged that 
Jews were responsible for a 
“conspiracy to mongrelize the 
nation” as part of their “Com- 
munist plot.” Communism, Zion- 
ist, Judaism and the supreme 
court desegregation decision 
are lumped together in the hate- 
pamphlets, most widely  dis- 
tributed in Alabama, Missis- 
sippi Florida, Georgia, the Caro- 
linas, Texas, Arkansas and Ten- 
nessee. 

Activity and growth of the 
Ku Klux Klan “rose sharply 
during 1956-57,” the year book 
reported. Klan membership was 
estimated as high as 100,000. 





BANKER RAPS 
ISRAEL POLICY 


TEL AVIV (NJP)— 
Hardly any country in the 
world “intervenes so dras- 
tically” in its economy as 
does Israel, charged Dr.
